IN ISRAEL he ia the Jew among 
the Gentiles. His line long since 
reached its maturity and today 
continues as it was. To moat he is 
Httle more than a relic, a 
reminder of a distant childhood 
past. To others he is an 
anachronistic curlosity, without 
which the world would be better 
off. He is, in short, a cyclist. 
Although the bicycle has been 
long ignored In Israel, a ‘renewed 
interest In cycling’’ haa quietly 
brought about the formation of an 
investigatory committee within 
the Ministry of Transportation, 
and recently their findings have 
‘come out in the “Report of the 
Working Committee Investigating 
the Encouragement of Cycling." 
The report detaila the pros and 
cons of the bicycle, presents some 
surprising statistics, and con- 
cludes favourably with 
recommendations for the promo- 
tion of bicycle safety in Israel. It 
is appended with tables and 
graphs, diagrams of bicycle paths 
and lanes, the Israel! cycling 
laws, and relevant sections from 
the U.S. Highway Code. 
Numerous factors render cycl- 
ing In Israel more difficult and 
dangerous than in other places. 
The roads are strewn with multi- 
coloured glass, sharp remnants 
from all-too-frequent crashes, and 
without rain throughout tho long 
summer, roads become slick with 
oll and grease. Abundant 
potholes, ruts and bumps pound 
and pummel the cyclist. Motorists 
cut him off at corners and abuse 
his right of way. Often, to add to 
the injury, there comes a flow of 
Insults, curses, jeera and hoots.

A WHEEL STORY: The rear 
wheel had buckled beyond repalr 
and would no longer pass tbrough 
the forks. Because of lack of apace 
and in the interest of Passover 
cleaning, the old bicycle was left 
chained to the water pipes on our 
open, ground-floor back porch, not 
without some reservations. Trips 
were madc to Tel Aviv in search 
of a new wheel: Nothing. An abor- 
tive attempt was made to have 
one sent through the post. After 
almost a full year of scheming and 
planning, of only being able to 
reminisce about those days when 
“‘we'' crossed the Alps, did the 
Doad Sea and conquered the 
Hebron road, and almost a year of 
riding buses, I decided to take 
matters into my own hands, go 
abroad and buy ἃ wheel.

found out. He locked his vehicle to 
a sign post as usual, but when he 
returned. he waa inexplicably un- 
able to unlock it. He became ner- 
vous as he worked at the lock, for 
fear of being thought a thief. 
Espying his predicament, a bank 
guard approached and offered hia 
services. The poor follow, already 
late for an appointment and not 
wanting to leave his oyole‘for any 
length of time, gratefully 
accepted, The. jock held fast: and 
the chain proved unbreakable. A 
second pedestrian, perceiving the 
cyclist's consternation,, stepped 
out of the.crowd, and he, too, 
offered his help. Unable to. dis- 
engage the lock and chain with 
only his strength, he quietly stole 
away while still a third took up the 
challenge. As the third pitted, hia 
‘strength against the lock and 
.chain — our luckless cyclist all the 
while badgered by tnane com- 
ments — the second pedestrian 
returned and produced a pair of 
‘pliers. Given the cyclist's permis-

The monopoly‘s official name 
today is Tambour-Askar Paints 
Lid., and it controls an estimated 
80 per cent of the local paint 
market. It is owned half by Koor, 
the Histadrut industrial complex 
which founded Askar, and half by 
the private company of South 
African investors who founded 
Tambour. Tambour bought up the 
third component factory, Zeva, 
after a factory fire in 1970. 

Tambour and Askar combined 
just one year ago, on the grounds 
that, separately, they could not 
compete with imported products, 
but by joining forces, they could. 
The public council which has to 
approve and supervise 
monopolistic business activities 
apparently agreed, as it approved 
the merger. ᾿ 

There are still, of course, some 
amall companies producing 
paints, which compete by 
apeclalizing in a particular line, 
such as machinery paint or white: 
only plastic paint, and they can 
undergell the monopoly. 

Tambour-Askar Paints Ltd. has 
widertaken a campaign to in- 
terest the do-it-yourself 
enthusiasts In its products. It was

against such a wall. It is not a 
good base for the improved plastic 
paints. If you have such a 
whitewashed wall, you should 
sand it off before repainting, 

After sanding, you can give 
your wall a good base coat with 
Tambour-Askar's “Bonderol," a 
binder which you paint on with a 
brush. If, however, the wall is a 
new one, which never had 
anything over the original plaster, 
you would be hetter off with 
“Tambourfill,"" which will fill in 
the uneven spots in the plaster 
(the function usually filled by the 
simple whitewash). If your con- 
tractor was good enough to give 
you ‘synthetic whitewash" — the 
kind which doesn’t rub off on your

Why “plastic paint,"’ and what 
is it? Plastic paint is an emulsion 
paint with a P.V.A. base. A 
*plastic-painted wall can be wash- 
ed, and for washing, Mrs. Lavie 
recommends ἃ soft rag with “Am- 
monit" or a floor-washing product 


such as ‘'Ritzpaz.'’ Ordinary = 


soaps and detergents may leave 
spots on the wall, she says. 

Tambour-Askar manufactures 
three qualities of plastic paint. 
The simplest are calied Emulkir 
and Plaston, which come in white 
only. It ts possible to add tubes of 
Concentrated Emulsion pigment 
to mix pastel colours but not 
darker hues. This will come out 
somewhat cheaper than ready- 
mixed colour, which is why it fa 
often chosen by professional 
painters. 

For the do-it-yoursclfer, the 
company strongly recommends 
Tambour-Askar's ‘'Emulsin" 
plastic paint, which comes in 48 
ready-to-use huca, and another 61 
ready-to-mix ‘combination 
eacktatls." Since last April's price 
rises, ἃ differential has beon made 
between the prices of the lighter 
and darker hucs, bocauso of the 
greator amount of pigment in the 
latier. ; 


IF YOU HAVE TQ sand down 
walis, you should remove all 
mobile articles from the room, 
and cover the others. Do the san- 
ding job, wash up the floor, and 
then put back the furniture. After 
that, do one wall at a time, as you 
have the time. If you undertake 
too big a job at once, you will 
probably get discouraged and 
give up the do-it-yourself idea. 
Just remember, you must not stop 
in the middle of a wall, or it will be 
noticeable where you stopped. But 
you can easily stop at the end of a 
wall, and leave the others for 
another doy. You generally need 
‘two or three coats on walls. ᾿ 
Mra. Lavie Is a big fan of the 
British-made ‘Peter Paint 
Pads,’ which are sold here at 
quite reasonable prices. These are 
spongelike squares with handles 
which spread the paint evenly 
without leaving brushinarks.

Supercryl comes in 27 hues, or you 
can mix Concentrated Emulsin in 
tubes with white Supercry! to get 
additional shades. 

Both Emulsin for indoor watis 
and Supercry! for outdoor walls 
belong to the category of 
"plastic" palnts which are thinn- 
ed with wator. If you got spota on 
floors, hands, even clothes, you 
can wash them out with water — 
but the sooner you clean them, the 
easier, Turpentine and kerosene 
won't dissolve this kind of paint 
spot. 

Pethe other category of paints, 
those which Tambour-Askar 


terms ‘‘synthetics," are thinned 
with turpentine, and spots from 
these paints can be removed with 
turpentine, ordinary kerosene or 
acetone (nail-polish remover). 
What is called in Israeli alang 
“tinner'’ (a corruption of the 
English word “thinner") is a 
stronger paint-remover which ls 
very harsh on the skin, and my 
source does not recommend using 
it at all. In my experience, 
however, it can be useful in 
removing stubborn paint stains 
from clothing. 


IN THE COMING weeks, a 
welcome new Tambour-Asker 
product will be on the market for 
do-it-yourself furniture painters.

Another advantage of the local 
Tambour-Askar paints over most 
imports is the wide variety of size 
tins in which the local products 
are marketed. These range from 
the very small 1/16th-of-a-litre 
sizes up to 18-litre cans. This 
means that the amateur can buy 
the amount he needs, without 
waste.

ZIPPY LAVIE has some advice 
for ‘‘aiter-the-paint-job"' as well. 
Leftover paints, she says, should 
not be stored in their original jars. 
It ia preferable to transfer them to 
smaller glass or plastic jars, 
where the paint compictely fills 
the jar without any air vacuum 
(which causes paint to dry out). 
The jars should be tightly closed, 
of course. If water-thinned paint is 
left in the metal tin, It may rust. 
Do not atare paint jars in the aun 
or near a stove or water-hoilor. - 
Brushes shoujd be cleaned 
promptly, in water and soap after 
using water-thinned paints, and in 
turpentine followed by water and 
soap, for turpentine-thinned 
paints. Do not leave brushes stan- 
ding up in a jar of water or turpen- 
tine. If you plan to re-use the 
brushea the following day, 
however, you can suspend them 
with clothespins from the top of a 
jar of water or turpentine, but so 
that the bristles do not touch the 
bottom of the jar. :

THE BEZALEL ACADEMY of 
Arts and Design of Jerusalem is 
celebrating [18 seventieth birth- 
day, A year long programme of 
acminars, lectures, symposiums 
and expositional activities has 
heen launched at the Helena 
Rubinstein Pavilion of the Tel 
Aviv Museum with “BEZALEL + 
70," a comprehensive exhibit 
devoted to the dissemination of in- 
formation about the Academy's 
pedagogical structure, its alma, 
objectives, philosophies and 
aaplrations for the future.

Apart from being one of the 
finest slapstick artists working ta- 
day, Lester is a genutne social 
satirist. Dumas prided himself on 
“elevating history to the dignity of 
the novel,'' and Lester's 
irreverent, biting treatment could 
have done full justice to both the 
novel and its times. The splitting 
of the picture however, leaves the 
first with all of Lester's best 
satire, while the second tries 
phrenetically to fit together the 
pieces of the complicated story. 
Thus it contains strings of false 
endings, final duels and 
assaasinations, while the viewer Is 
trying desperately to recall the 
significance of a multitude of 
characters we were introduced to 
over a year ago. 

It's not that sequels are a bad 
idea; had the fllm originally heen 
designed in two parts, Lester 
would undoubtedly have had the 
materia) organized in a way that 
gave each its proper considera- 
tion.
